of ‘Chicago decided to undertake single- 
handed their battle for a right to live. 


Joy of English Press. 

Local retailers have been supplied with 
many copies of English trade papers which 
show the feelings of the English people 
against the American tobacco invasion. A : 
writer in the London Financial Times pur- 
ports to symbolize British glee at the defeat 
of Mr. Duke in a poem, of which the follow- 
ing extract is typical of the theme: 

When foes confront them, Englishmen 
to smite and shatter „em.

Outlines Trust Tactics. 

Some of the trust tactics which made thi¢ 
defensive organization a necessity were out- 
lined by the promoters of the association 
yesterday. These tactics all conform to the 
trust principle of “ absorb or crush out al] 
independent and rival concerns,” and among 


them was the policy of making Chicago a 


closed market. An een of this poli- 
cy was given by Mr. Duffey. 

“The trust inaugurated a closed market 
by controlling the distributing houses.“ said 
Mr. Diffiey. Chicago dealers keep as a 
rule storeroom only for the actual displayed 
stock and immediately required supply of 
cigars and tobacco. Clearing or distributing 
houses receive the goods from the manu- 
facturers and deliver as wanted to the re- 
tailers. When the trust could not actually 
own the distributing house it would discour- 
age it from handling independent goods. 

“Tf the dealer wanted independent goods 
the distributer could not refuse to handle 


“them without danger of losing his trade, 


but the underhand methods employed an- 
swered the purpose.

Advises Rejection of Goods.

Ge cannot ignore the order for fear of losing 
my trade, and after this delay he will come 
to me and say: Tou placed an order with 
Smith for some tobacco. We have it, but I

Plan of United Stores. 


The plan adopted by the United Cigar 
Stores company is a little different, but that 
it is effective is evident from the fact that in 
less than six months nearly thirty stores 
have been opened in this city.

“In March last President Cobb of the 
Ameérican Cigar company, a branch of the 
American Tobacco company, visited Chi- 
cago and laid the foundations for the in- 
vasion of the United Cigar Stores company.“ 
said Mr. Monroe, “Mr. Cobb visited about 
a dogen of the largest independent retailers 
and proposed to buy our stores. He offered 
good figures, and proposed to give us stock in 
‘the combine, make us managers of our own 
stores, and gave other alluring promises.

PRISONER WILL TAKE STAND IN

Defense Plans to Present Its Evidence

| BIG SALES MAY BE LOST. 


of Foreign Exchange Banks 
fake Theerful View. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

New York, Oct. 
interests here show a distinct disinclination 
to engage vessel room for the export of 
wheat or corn in any considerable volume. 
There is due to arrive within the next twen- 
ty days about 850,060 tons freight capacity 
and shippers are making no effort to char- 
ter it. This unprecedented amount of ves- 
sel room is due largely to engagement of 
boats abroad to bring coal to this market. 
The prospect of a settlement of the coal 
strike has interfered with some of the busi- 
ness this way, but a great part of it will 
come over, and the room on the boats due 
to arrive is going begging. One authcrity 


places the number of vessels to arrive at 


from eighty to ninety. A great many of 
these are accustomed to take cotton car- 


goes out, while the others are available for 


grain cargoes. 

The situation as it stands today becomes 
extremely interesting from the fact that 
shippers are not engaging vessel room when 
it may be had at the cheapest possible rate. 
Agents are holding off believing that the 


corn crop, will be late and are making no 


engagements up to Nov. 30. If these peo- 
ple, whose business it is to engage grain 
for export, do not think’ there will be any 
movement of consequence until late in the 
year, those who are figuring upon. large 
exports to meet maturing obligations abroad 
are taking a different view than that en- 
tertained by shipping interests. 


Exports Growing in Volume. 


Just at the moment there is a large in- 
crease in the movement of wheat, though 
corn exports are trifling. Shipments of 
wheat for the week have been 7,060,237 bush- 
els as against 4,952,134 bushels in the corre- 
sponding week last year. Since July 1 wheat 
exports have been 85,431,317, against 100,- 
656,385 in the corresponding week last year. 
The movement of corn is hardly large 
enough to make comparison with last year’s 
activity. For the week exports have been 
84,564 bushels, against 1,188,288 bushels last 
year. Since July 1 corn exports have been 
1,642,830 bushels, against 16,133,401 bushels 
in the corresponding period of 1901. 
There is unchartered vessel room here and 
due to arrive and usually engaged in tak- 
ing grain cargoes to the extent of at least 
5,000,000 bushels. That none of it is en- 
gaged epeaks a great deal for the future of 
the foreign exchange market. The one un- 
satisfactory feature about such situations, 
however, is that changes take place in a 
comparatively short time. 

Outlook Is More Cheerful. 


Important banking interests say there is no 
doubt now of an easier money market, al- 
though its permanency is not predicted. To- 


day the probability of exports of gold ts re- 
garded as much farther away than was the 


case yesterday. One interest (and there are 
only two here) asserts maturing finance bills 
will. be paid and not liquidated through rebor- 


rowings. How this is te be accomplished with- 


out exports of gold or shipment of other ex- 
ports is notannounced. Itis merely asserted 
that increased income will be e to 


| gradually meet maturing credits. 15 


Without regard, however, to any facts of 
that nature, it is a natural principle that 
interest rates should work lower. Call money 
is gradually growing cheaper. There is no 
demand for it. The banks are holding up 
time rates in order to get their loanable funds. 
well placed. But it Is inevitable that with 
cheap call money time rates should become 
easier. The stock market has grown quiet 
and the necessity for unity of action in ad- 
vancing interest rates does not exist in such 
strength as it did a short time ago. 

Unless there should be some unexpected dis- 


turbing factor the banks may be expected to 


gradually relax the firmness with which they 
are now holding money. It was reported to- 
day that the First National bank had loaned 
$1,000,000 for ninety days at 6 per cent on 


mixed collateral. The announcement, though 


not confirmed, seems reasonable. 


Condition of Chicago Banks. 
A Chicago correspondent writes concern- 


ing the announcement made here that Chi- 


cago banks are below their legal 25 per cent 
reserve requirement that it hardly repre- 
sents the actual position of the banks, since 
it is customary for them to keep about 15 
per cent additional funds in New York banks, 
so that Chicago national institutions have 
about 40 per cent cash means on hand. 

The latter statement is correct, but cash 
means do not constitute cash feserve. The 
cash reserve must be kept intact in the 
vaults of central reserve cities. There are 
three of these—New York, Chicago, and St. 
Louis. That Chicago national banks are 
below their legal reserve merely means that 
they have used money which should be in 
their vaults. It makes no difference where 
else it may be or how employed. Such a sit- 
uation does not arise except when there is 
an urgent demand for money. 

The same correspondent adds the following 
information: 

From what I can learn the flow of cash 
to the west is rapidly diminishing and the 
country banks are asking for far less re- 
discounts and are beginning to pay up loans 
and buy commercial paper in a small way. 
It is my opinion that things out this way 
are shaping themselves nicely.” 


Tide of Emigration to Canada. 


London financial journals are beginning to 
take cognizance of the extraordinary move- 
ment of settlers from the northwestern states 
tonorthwest Canada. The tide of emigration 
has been completely changed. Canada lost 
about one-fifth of its population to the United 
States, but now western farmers have turned 
their attention to the free grant lands in 
northwest Canada and are going there in 
great numbers. In time their emigration 
may lead to some interesting political situa- 
tions in the dominion government. 


Keene Reviews Money Situation.

In more specific terms Mr. Mitchell in June 
stated in writing to Carroll D. Wright, who 
was then making a personal investigation 
of the strike situation for the president, that 
the following were the miners’ demands: 

„1. That there shall be an increase of 20 
per cent to the miners who are paid by the 
ton—that is, for men performing contract 
work. These men involve about 40 per cent 
of the miners. 

“2 A reduction of 20 per cent in the time 
of per diem employés. The mines are op- 
erated about 200 days in the year ten hours 
a day. This demand, if granted, would re- 
sult in reducing the day to eight hours, so 
that the mines would be operated 240 days 
at the same pay. No increase in the rates 
of per diem employés is demanded. 

“2 That 2,240 pounds shall constitute a 
ton on which payment is based for all coal 
mined where the miners are paid by weight. 
This’ would apply in any district where 
weighing coal would be practicable and to 
those miners who are paid by the quantity

SMALL DEALERS SAY OPERATORS 
WILL SELL DIRECT. 


Baer’s Order Increasing Price at Mines 
and Fixing Cost to the Consumer 
Angers Little Fellows, Who Are 

Told They Must Obey or Combine 
Will Establish Depots—More Col- 
lieries Resume and 95,000 Strikers 
Are Back at Work. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 24.—[ Special. 
That the retail coal dealers 2 — 
at the action of President Baer of the Phil- 
adelphia and Reading in ordering an in- 
crease to be made of 50 cents in the price 
of coal delivered at the mines and direct- 
ing the dealers to sell to consumers at $6,75 
a ton is putting it mildly. |. | 

They have been told that if they do not 
limit their price to the figures mentioned, 
the Reading will establish its own depots 
for the retailing of coal at $6.75. In this 
way, they say, the Reading not only bags 
the profit on the advanced price of coal 
but claims the credit for establishing a 
retail price lower than that which has pre- 
vailed since the strike started. 

The retail dealers declare the coal com- 
panies are not only anxious to allay pub- 
lic opinion, but that they are planning to

The increase at the mines will net the 
companies an increased profit during the 
coming year of $25,000,000. 

New York, Oct. 24.—[Special.]—The presi- 
dents of the coal carrying companies held con- 
ferences today, and most of them called at 
the office of J. P. Morgan, but it was denied 
that any meeting had been held for the pur- 
pose of fixing a circular price. 

A representative of the Erie railroad said 
several hundred cars of freshly mined anthra- 
cite came over their lines and was due in 
Weehawken tonight. The shipment contains 
about 1,200 tons d tic sizes. Shipments 
are expected over the other coal carrying 
lines tomorrow. 

Says Public Will Be Protected. 

On the question of the relations of the pub- 
lic to the coal carry companies, a repre- 
sentative of the New York, Ontario and 
Western railroad said: 

“ Undoubtedly the public will be protected. 
The companies will see that coal is retailed 
at a fair price when the mines are fairly 
working.” 

What is to prevent the dealers from com- 
bining to keep up the price in order to make 
the public pay for the coal they bought for 
speculation at high prices?“ 

“They dare not do anything of the kind.“ 
he replied. It they do that the companies 
could do as they did when they established 
depots to sell coal at 15 cents a pall to the 
poor. If the dealers combine to keep up 
the price we will.start in to sell it by re- 
tail ourselves.” 

He said that $1.25 to $1.50 added to the 
circular price would pay for shipping, hand- 
ling, ete., and give the dealers a fair profit. 
Coal, therefore, at the circular price of $5 
ought to be retailed at $6.25 or $6.50 a ton. 
at the outside. 


More Mines in Operation. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 24.—[Special. I— The 
second day of the resumption of mining found 
District 1, the Lackawanna and Wyoming 
field, still greatly in the lead in the number 
of collieries opened and men at work. In the 
Lehigh fleld the conditions were the same as 
yesterday, when not more than 10 per cent of 
the miners were given work.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Oct. 24.— Michael Stav- 
reff, alias Halju, today was found guilty of 
the murder of ex-Premier Stambuloff in 
1895, and sentenced to be hanged. The ac- 
cusea@ man pleaded not guilty.

Stephan N. Stambuloff was assassinated 
on July 16, 1895. Stambuioff and a friend, 
returning from a club in a carriage, were 
stopped by men armed with knives and pis- 
tols, and the ex-Premier was overcome, re- 
ceiving over twenty wounds, which resulted 
in his death three days later.

KAISER’S ENVOY WINS VICTORY 
OVER BRITISH INTERESTS. 


Chinese Authorities Learn That the 


tse Valley and in Trying to Read- 
just Matter Muddles Whole Affair— 
Missionary Murderers Not Punished 


[BY CABLE TO THD CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
' PEKIN, Oct. 24.—Prince Ching has recog- 
nized his mistake in agreeing to the German 
stipulations in regard to the withdrawal of 
German troops from Shanghai and has de- 
vised a modified plan. 

The original German agreement was so 
worded that it made England’s rights in the 
Yangtse valley subject to her military evac- 
uation of Shanghai, Prince Ching’s modified 
plan. provides that the Yangtse valley and 
all Chinese territory shall be declared not 
subject to the alienation of preferential 
rights. 

It is understood that the English do not 
object to this scheme. The Germans are 
jubilant, while the Chinese are completely 
muddled and a solution of the question is 
doubtful. | 


Murderers Not Punished. . 

The Chinese have made no progreas in the 
matter of punishing the officials who were 
responsible for the murders of the English 
missionaries Bruce and Lewis in Honan 
province. Several ignorant Chinese who had 
nothing to do with these crimes were be- 
headed, while the real culprits were not mo- 
lested. Sir Ernest Satow, the British min- 
ister, had a stormy conference with Prince 
Ching on this matter last Monday, but up 
to the present time it has been without re- 
sult. 


Death of Sheng’s Father. 

The father of Sheng, who was 90 years old, 
died today.. This will oblige Sheng to retire 
for the customary mourning period. It is 
probable that a special edict will be issued 
allowing him to retain his offices. The boxer 
troubles have subsided. 


England Ready to Withdraw Troops. 

LONDON, Oct. 24.—It is learned that the 
foreign office has advanced no stipulations 
likely to obstruct the evacuation of Shang- 
hai. Nov. 1 is the date proposed for the 
joint evacuation of the French, German, 
and British forces there, but some delay is 
probable. The conditions of the evacuation, 
however, are still under consideration, and 
Great Britain is not likely to approve pro- 
posals which preclude China from granting 
any preferential advantages and applying 
the conditions of evacuation to the Yang- 
tse-Kiang valley only instead of to the whole 
country. It is considered here that such 
conditions are framed exclustvely in the in- 
terests of Germany and France. 


Story of Recent Murders. 


The China inland mission has received a 
report of the murders of the two English 
missionaries, Bruce and Lewis, in August 
last, at Chen-Chou-Fu, in Ho-Nan province, 
from a missionary who investigated the 
crimes. The rioters posted placards urging 
the destruction of the chapel and the anni- 
hilation of the foreigners. Mr. Bruce sent 
a remonstrance to the local magistrate, who 
proceeded to the mission, accompanied by 
troops, but he was too late. Bruce had been 
murdered when the magistrate arrived. 
Lewis was startled by a rock crashing into 
his study and he escaped to a neighboring 
house, the occupants of which thrust him 
out and he was murdered in the street. : 


France Will Move Troops. | 

PARIS, Oct. 24—Foreign Minister Del- 
casse has notified China that France is pre- 
pared to withdraw her troops from Shanghai 
simultaneously with the withdrawal of the 
forces of the other powers, reserving the 
right to send a contingent back in the event 
of another power disembarking troops.

LONDON EDITOR CRITICISES VIC-

The Morgan 
group is quite prepared to take over that 
portion of the line dropped out and there 
are strong reasons why Mr. Morgan should 
be allowed to do so. 

Blur on Parliament. 

“Tf, on the other hand, the methods of 
Mr. Yerkes and his friends are to be con- 
doned and encouraged by permitting their 
singular maneuvers to be successful, the 
decisions of parliament will be reduced to 
a sham and no scheme will be safe from 
the financial. tricks of a rival who is re- 
solved to defeat it at any cost. 

It is sincerely to be hoped, therefore, 
that the house will not allow mere red tape 
obstacles to stand in the way of recom- 
mitting the Piccadilly and Northeastern 
London railway bill back to the commit- 
tee with fresh instructions and thereby ad- 
ministering a richly deserved lesson to the 
intriguers who have so far checkmated its 
intentions. However this end may be ac- 
complished, we trust they will learn that 
they laugh best who laugh last.”

Senator Clark’s Son Charges 
Heinze Offered Huge Sum 
for His Aid. 


PLOT TO BUY MONTANA. 


Copper Man Accused of Trying 
to Purchase Rival’s Relative 
to Control State. 


Butte, Mont., Oct. 24.—[{Special,]—A Story 
of a bribe offer of $2,500,000 is the latest de- 
velopment in the political war in this state. 
Charles W. Clark, son of Senator Clark, saya 
he was offered that sum by F. A. Heinge 
aid the latter in obtaining political control ol 
the state—that is, help him to secure a leg: 
islature and judiciary he would own abso- 
lutely. 

Heinze is im the western part of the state 
on a speech tour and no word from 
him could be obtained tonight, but his chief 
lieutenant here, John Maginnis, declares 
the statement false. He admits there were 
negotiations for a political alliance with 
young Clark, but insiets no corrupt propo- 
sition was made to the senator’s son. 


Clark Makes Specific Charge. 

Young Clark in his formal statement, is 
sued tonight, apparently with the approval of 
his father, says he met Heinze in the Silver 
Bow club by appointment last June for the 
purpose of discussing business affairs. Con- 
tinuing, young Clark says: 

„Mr. Heinze told me that it was absolutely 
essential to him and his business interests 
that he should win the election in the state of 
Montana this coming fall, and particularly 
that he should have control of the judiciary 
and of the legislature. He then mademe the 
following proposition, and I will now quote 
his own language as nearly as I can remem- 
ber it: 

„ Charley, I would like you to get in with 
me and assist me in the election this fall. 1 
know that your father will be out here soon 
and, on account of recent events, I mean 
thereby the Knapp incident, will be unfavor~+ 
ably disposed toward me. If you will use 


your influence with him and try to persuade 
him to take no part in this fall campaign 


and to leave the state so as to allow you to 
run the campaign in his interest and use his 
influence for our benefit, I am satisfied that 
you and I together can carry the state. 


Seeking Control of Courts. 

„% wish to elect the associate justice of 
the Supreme court, the district judge in Bil- 
ver Bow county, and I also wish the control 
of the legislature.’ — 

„I then said to him: What is your ob- 
ject, Mr. Heinze, in wishing sugh complete 
control, even if we could secure it?’ And he 
replied that with an associate justice whom 
he could name and we could elect, and with 
the judge of this county of his own selec 
tion, his Htigation with the Amalgamated 
company would become easy, I questioned 
him about the legislature, and he said that 
he wanted contro! of the legislature for the 
reason that he wished a bill passed to in- 
crease the number of justices on the Su- 
preme bench to five, and that he knew 
Gov. Toole would appoint the men whom he 


would name. He then stated that he would 


give me the sum of $2,500,000 if I would ac- 


cept his proposition. 


Millions of Gain Assured. 

„Upon my inquiring as to how he could 
afford to make me this large offer, he stated 
that he could force the Amalgamated people 
to pay him $7,000,000 or $8,000,000 more for his 
property than they would otherwise do {ff we 
controlled the situation as outlined by Mm. 
I then asked him what my father and his old 
time democratic friends in this state would 
think of me if I betrayed the democratic party 
to him, and thereupon Mr. Heinze made the 
remark that New York was good enough to 
live in. and that so far as he was concerned 
he cared nothing about the democratic party

FREE SANITARIUM IN GERMANY. 


International Tuberculosis Congress 
Spends the Day Studying the Gov- 
ernment’s Latest Socialist Idea. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, Oct. 24.—The delegates to the 
international tuberculosis congress spent 
the day studying the sanitarium which 16 
being built at Belitz, near Potsdam. This 
institution is unique In Europe. It is one 
of the government's socialist ideas. 

A group of model bulldings ts being erect- 


ed in pine woods, costing $2,500,000, from 


workingmen’s insurance funds. The insti- 
tution, which is now partially occupied, ac- 
commodates 600 persons, one-half suffering 
from tuberculosis and the other half from 
chronic diseases of the nerves, heart, kid- 
neys, etc. 

The sanitarium was designed for restor- 
ing persons threatened with disability. The 
maximum period of their stay is fourteen 
weeks, during which they have plenty of 
fresh air, good food, medical attention, 
amusements, and all the advantages of a 
holiday. 

The theory on which the state maintains 
the institution is that it is an economic 
duty to restore health to the head of a fam- 
ily or any skilled worker.

A ruling of the United States Circuit court 
of the District of Columbia, whichfound the 
American Biograph and Mutascope company 
of New York guilty of infringing a patent 
held by Thomas Armat of the Armat Moving 
Picture company of Washington, D. C., is to 
be made the basis of further litigation which 
may place the manufacture of moving 
picture "’ machines in the hands of one or 
two concerns. The probable companies be- 
tweeen which such a monopoly would lie 
are the Armat company and the Edison 
company. 

The first of the many suits that are threat. 
ened was filed yesterday when the Edison 
company began suit against 8. Lubin of 
Philadelphia, a manufacturer of moving 
picture machines. 

Armat, it is eaid, has the controlling pat- 
ents on the cam movement in the pro- 
jection of @ moving picture, while the Eal- 
son company has control of the patents on 
what is technically known as the “ siand- 
ard movement. 

After Edison invented the vitascope, 
Which motion was reproduced within a ma- 
chine, Armat invented the process of pro- 
jecting the moving pioture from the machine 
to @ screen. Armat, it te said, was unable 
to realize greatly on hie invention, for the 
reason that the Edison company controlled 
all the patents on the production o the yic- 
ture before the projecting process could be 
used. Finally, however, Armat found away 
of getting around this difficulty and secured 
control of the cam movement.

DARDEN’S PLACE 
FOR J. H. LEWIS, 


Former Abandons His Candi- 
dacy for Congress In 
Ninth District. 


LATTER LIKELY TO RUN. 


Former Representative of Wash- 
ington State and An En- 


ergetic Campaigner. 


James G. Darden has abandoned his can- 
didacy for congress in the Ninth district. His 
résignation as the democratic nominee was 
gent to the county committee of that party 
late last evening. The probabilities are 
that Col. J. Hamilton Lewis, formerly a mem- 
ber of congress from the state of Washington, 
will be nominated in his place. 

Mr. Darden concluded to withdraw after a 
conference with Mayor Harrison following 
the publication yesterday of the facts of his 
arrest in 1805 in Portland. Ore,, on charges of 
forgery and embezzlement. He announced 
his intention last evening to City Sealer Quinn 
and Edward M. Lahiff, who had been sent to 
see him by the executive committee of the 
democratic county committee, after that body 
had decided it were better he got off the ticket. 


Darden’s Letter of Resignation. 

Mr. Darden’s resignation, addressed to 
the voters of the Ninth congressional dis- 
triet, states: 
In the closing days of the campaign I have been 
made the subject of charges, both false and ma- 
MHelous, in a most infamous manner. By means of 
distortion and falsehood it has been made to appear 
that I was at one time subjected to criminal prose- 
cution because of a business transaction. While 
this affair was the result of a quarrel with an irre- 
sponsible business associate, it has been made now 
to appear as a refiection on my reputation, and 

uently a hurt to the democratic ticket on 
which my name appears. gs 

In this emergency I prefer, therefore, to take 
such action as my loyalty to my party 
and withdraw from the ticket. 

Denies the Charges Against Him.

BARS SALOONS 10 WOMEN 


ORDER BY INSPECTOR SHEA 


CAUSES CONSTERNATION, 


| Issues an Edict Which Is Expected to 


Put a Check on the Reign of Thiev- 
ery Which Has Been Too Apparent 
on the West Side Recently—Dive- 
keepers Plead with the Police, but 
Get No Comfort—Respectable Ele- 
ment Is Gratifed.

An order, which if enforced will cause 
scores of west side saloons and concert halls 
to close their doors permanently, was issued 
by Inspector Shea yesterday, when he told 
his men to keep all women out, of these 
places. In case of continued violation they 
were told to arrest the women and the sa- 
loonkeepers. 

The order was unexpected and caused con- 
sternation among the keepers and hangers- 
on of the resorts. During the evening the 
Desplaines street station was crowded with 
saloonkeepers and politicians who sought to 
have the order revoked, declaring that with- 
out the presence of the women patrons they 
could not afford to remain open a week. 

Inspector Shea had gone home before the 
arrival of the delegations and no solace was 
offered the keepers by the men at the station. 

The numerous thefts committed by the 
women and their companions during the 
last few months is given as the reason for 
Inspector Shea’s order. The policemen also 
were instructed to arrest all objectionable 
eharacters, male and female, seen on the 
streets. 

As a consequence of the order most of the 
concert halls were deserted last night. The 
resorts of the Bernsteins, M. J. Fewer, T. E. 
Cook, and a dozen others, which nightly 
have been thronged with boisterous in- 
mates, did little or no business. 8 

Theatergoers and others who have been 
annoyed and insulted by men and women on 
the street commented favorably on the 


changed condition. Business men about the 


district, many of whom have been compelled 
to close their places early on account of the 
presence of the disorderly crowds, expressed 
gratification and delegations are expected 
at the station today to counteract the influ- 
ence of the political friends of the dive- 
keepers.

KUNZ INSISTS THAT HE IS 


A TRUE AMERICAN CITIZEN. 


Remains Dumb When Questioned Re- 
garding Two Alleged Ir“-*->onts 
> in Federal Court. 


Stanley Kunz's name and nationality will 
be passed on by the board of election commis- 
sioners today. Yesterday Kunz answered 
the charges made against him by Bernard J. 
Mahoney, his rival candidate for state sena- 
tor from the Twenty-seventh Senatorial dis- 
trict. Kunz declares that he was botn in 
Russia thirty-eight years ago and became 
an American citizen by the marriage of his 
mother to his step-father, who was a citi- 
zen of this country. 

Mr. Mahoney was requested by the board 
yesterday to give whatever facts he has in 
this connection, but he declined and asked a 
continuance until Monday. President Mal- 
ley, however, opposed so long a postpone- 
ment, as work on the ballots will have to be 
hurrted. 

The case against Kunz was further com- 
plicated yesterday by the charge that his 
name was at one time Stanley H. King. As 
King it is said he ‘was tried in the United 
States District court by a jury before Judge 
Henry M. Blodgett on indictments Nos. 
1,419 and 1,458, one charging embezzlement 
of money from the United States and the 
other for violating section 4,046 of the Unit- 
ed States postal laws. 

The files in the case disclose that among 
the witnesses for whom subpcenas were is- 
sued to testify in behalf of Stanley H. King, 
now Ald. Kunz, were Peter Kiolbassa, now 
candidate for county treasurer, John Sher- 
man, republican central committeeman from 
the Sixteenth ward and also in the district 
in which Kunz seeks election for state sen- 
ator. 

Kunz declined to discuss the matter further 
than to declare: 

My name is Stanley H. Kunz. This mat- 
ter brought up by Mahoney is just another 
Hanreddy business, There is not the slight- 
est doubt as to my citizenship, as I can 
prove if necessary.“

LONE BANDIT HOBS mn 


ONE MAN GETS BIG PLUNDER AND 
KILLS ENGINEER. | 


Express Safe on Northern Pacific 
Looted and Robber Carries Ott Reg- 
istered Mail and Valuable Baggage 
—Boasts of Participating in Former 
Deed—Bloodhounds and Possess in 
Pursuit, but Old Trail May Not Lead 
te Capture of Fleeing Desperado. 


Missoula, Mont., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—One 
lone bandit, who lays claim toa record in the 
line, held up Northern Pacific passenger 


train No. 2 near Drummond, Mont., forty- 


five miles from this city, early this morning. 
The engineer, Daniel O'Neill, was killed by 
the robbers, who, with the registered mail, 
the contents of the express safe, and the most 
valuable articles in the baggage car, made 
his escape. Bloodhounds are on the trail of 
the bandit, but up to midnight the posses had 
not overtaken him. . 


Bandit Gives Signal to Stop. 

The train, which included mail, baggage, 
and express cars, with nine coaches, ar- 
rived at Missoula at 10:20 o'clock last night 
from Portland and coast cities, and pro- 
ceeded eastward after a short delay at this 
station. It arrived after midnight at a 
place two miles west of Drummond. Here 
the train was signaled to stop, and the 
engineer acoordingly slowed up. While do- 
ing so he saw a man creeping toward him 
over the tender. The man, who was armed, 
called to O'Neill to stop the train instantly. 
The engineer took in the situation at 
once, and, pulling open the throttle, tried 
to start the train at full speed. The rob- 
ber divined his purpose and fired at him. 
The shot took instant effect and the engi- 
neer fell dead at his post. 


Express Safe Is Blown Open. 

The robber then proceeded to rifie the ex- 
press and mail cars. He plundered the regu- 
lar mail and blew open the safe in the express 
car, which was wrecked by the explosion. 

The amount of plunder which he secured is 
not known at present, but it is supposed to 
be large. 

The sudden stoppage of the train, followed 
soon by the explosion, spread alarm among 
the train hands and the passengers. The 
darkness and the loneliness of the place added 
to the terror of all aboard. 

Word of the affair was sent to Drummond, 
whence it was telegraphed to Deer Lodge, 
fifty miles away. Bloodhounds were sent out 
at once in charge of trusty men, and steps 
were taken to keep vigilant watch for the 
robbers. 

It was assumed at first that at least eight 
men were engaged in the holdup, but the lat- 
est advices are that one man alone perpe- 
trated the murder and ro J 

Sheriff Prescott, with a strong force of 
men, started at once for the scene of the 
robbery on a special train. The coroner went 
with him. , 

Dan O'Neill, the murdered engineer, lived 
in this city, and had a wife and five children. 
He had been in the service of the Northern 
Pacific longer than any other engineer. 


A ' Boasts of Past Crimes. 

The robber boasted that he took part in 
the holdup of the Southern Pacific train 
near Portland, Ore., about a year ago. He 
made this boast. to the train hands to ter- 
rorize them while he compelled them to run 
the train four miles—that is, to two miles 
east of Drummond. He declared that he 
would be hard to catch, as he had a horse in 
the timber. 

Warden Conley of the Deer Lodge peni- 
tentiary is engaged in the pursuit with 
bloodhounds. The robber blew up the bag- 
gage as well as the express car. 

The Northern Pacific has offered a reward 
of $5,000 for delivery, dead or alive, of the 
robber. 

The mask worn by the bandit was found on 
a mountain trail two miles from the scene 
of the holdup, and after the hounds were 
given the scent of the mask they imme- 
diately took up the trail, which was then 
about eight hours old.

‘Stir in Labor Circles. 


The action of the manufacturers has cre- 

ated a furore among labor leadérs, who see 
in it the beginning of a bitter fight. The 
manufacturers’ association is composed of 
most of the powerful firms of the country 
and recently has increased its membership 
in all the manufacturing centers. 
Some time ago when it was rumored that 
the association would fight the eight hour 
bill the National Building Trades council, 
an organization of unions, made a protest. 
Then came articles of denunciation in the 
labor papers and resolutions of protest 
were passed by many labor conventions. 
Labor leaders had no exact information of 
the intention of the association and. based 
their protests on:conjecture. 

Last week, however, a closely guarded 
communication was sent out by the associa- 


tion and all attempts, to discover its con- 


tents failed until yesterday. 


Text of the Circular. 


This circular reads as follows: | 

Dear Sirs: I desire to call to your at- 
tention the significant growth of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers. Dur- 
ing the months of June, July, August, and 
September, the most difficult months of the 
year for new business, our association has 
made the gain of 225 new members. This 
striking increase is the result of the profound 
belief that is growing in this country that 
there must be a closer union among manu- 
facturing employers, or in a few years we 
Shall be so ehmeshed in hostile legislation 
that our power to advance will be practically 
destroyed. 

There are now pending before congress 
two bills, either one of which is a serious 
menace to the manufacturing interests of 
the United States These bills are the anti- 
conspiracy and eight hour measures. 

“The first, imported to this Gountry from 
‘been favorably reported in the 
senate. It means that your establishment 
may be ‘ picketed’ out of existence im case 
of labor trouble. 
The second is intended to be an opening 
wedge for a general eight hour day through- 
out the United States. This bull provides 
that any manufacturer contracting with the 
the government mall not be permitted to 
work his employees over eight hours without 
subjecting himself to a fine of $5 for each and 
every employé for each calendar day. This 
monstrous measure has passed the house 
three times without one word of debate. If 
forced through the senate this session, it will 
be followed by similar bills in each of the 
states. ‘This is the labor program. ae 

What are the manufacturers of the 
United States to do about this? Are we to 
sit still and do nothing? Or shall we meet 
organization with organization? I consider 
organization our only salvation. What is 
your opinion? If 500 men in your shop ap- 
peal to a congressman to vote for a certain 
bill, what is your voice against the 500 unless 
you have organization? © 

Urges Self-Preservation. 

“Shall there not be in this country one 
great, compact organization of diversified 
manufacturing interests which shall stand 
together as a man against the encroach- 
ments of organized labor? Is it not time to 
bury all feelings of clashing commercial 
policies and get together on a platform upon 
which we all can stand? Is not our first duty 
self-preservation? All other questions that 
press upon us can in the end be disposed of 
by the exercise of wisdom, fair play, and 
firmness of purpose.

1,700,000 members. Each member pays 6 
cents yearly for the maintenance of a pow- 
erful lobby at Washington to secure the 
passage of measures opposed to your inter- 
ests. The total of this fund measured by the 
simplest arithmetic is $102,000 per year. 
What fund have the manufacturers for de- 
tense of their interests? None. Shall this 
continue? 

“The National Association of Manufac- 
turers has no ax to grind except that of the 
protection of employers. No officer of our 
association receives a dollar in salary ex- 
cept the secretary. The presidency means a 
personal expense to me of $5,000 each year. 
When the danger signal is fashed the mem- 
bers of the legislative committee hurry to 
Washington, paying thelr own expenses.

LOVE AFFAIR IN MURDER 
of PLAINVILLE, ILL. YOUTH. 


Romance Is Suspected as Responsible 
fora Mysterious Crime—Bloodhounds 
Called to Aid in Search for Slayer. 


Quincy, III., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—A murder 
mystery in which a love affair.s beleved to 
have been a factor has aroused the people 
of Plainville, a village twenty miles south- 
east of here.

CITY SEEKS BOND RULING. 


CONTROLLER M’GANN PUTS QUES- 
TION TO SECRETARY SHAW. 


Asks for a Specific Statement of 
Whether the Interest Bearing ob- 
ligations Issued by Chicago Will 
Be Acceptable as Security for Gov- 
ernment Deposits in the National | 

| Banks—Says Much Hinges on Point 
to Finance Tunnel Lowering. 


Chicago wants to know whether the bonds 


government as security for government de- 
posits in national banks. An affirmative 
ruling, Controller MéGann says, probably 
would increase. the value of the new $4,000, - 
000 judgment bonds two points, besides hav- 
ing a beneficial effect on the outstanding 
bonded debt. 

With a view of securing a specific ruling 
Mr. McGann has addressed Secretary of the 
Treasury Shaw, as follows: 

Hon. Leslie M. Shaw, Secretary of the Treasury, 
Washington, D. C.—8ir: . This morning's Chicago 
press announces that the committee appointed by 
you to pass upon securitiés other than government 
bonds which, under certain conditions, ard to be 
accepted by the treasury department, has decided 
in addition.to the securities announced to be ac- 
ceptable, to accept the bonds of any city whose 
bonded debt, exclusive of water debt, is less than 
7 per cent of the assessed valuation of the city 
for the purposes of taxation. 

‘I beg to submit for your information and consid- 
eration the fact that the total bonded debt of the 
city of Chicago is $15,128,000. Further, it is con- 
templated that an additional issue of bonds. 
amounting to $4,000,000, will be made on the first 
of January next, which would make the total out- 
standing at that time $19,123,000. The assessed 
Valuation of the city of Chicago for the year 1902 
will be $400,000,000, more or less, which would 
make the percentage of the debt against the 
assessed valuation 4.78 per cent. 

In view of these facts, may I request you to state 
specifically if the bonds issued by the city of Chi- 
cago will be acceptable to the government as 
security for government deposits? As this infor- 
mation is of paramount importance to this depart- 
ment at this time, I would request the honor of an 
answer by wire. L. E M’GANN, Controller.

MAYOR VETOES RESOLUTION. 


Lake Forest Council Passes Annexation 
Measure Over Executive’s Opposi- 
tion—Election to Be Held Nov. 1. 


At the meeting of the Lake Forest city 
council last night Mayor Morton vetoed the 
resolution passed Monday night accepting 
the petition of the property owners of the 
Skokie valley for annexation to the city 
and calling a special election for Nov. 1 
to vote on the question. The mayor gave the 
following reasons for the veto: 

“That the petitioners for said annexa- 
tion have included land owned by Sarah 
F. Hagin against her written protest not 
to molude her property within the corporate 
limits of the city. I am advised that Mrs. 
Hagan can successfully contest the pro- 
ceedings, and it is unfair and unjust to entail 
the expense of such litigation upon her. 

“ Two-thirds of the Onwentsia club prop- 
erty is embraced withim the petition without 
the consent of that corporation, the portion 
omitted being what I deem should he first 
annexed, if any. The club should be Wholly 
within or without the city limits. 

“The petition being fatally defective, it 
is improper to entail the expense of a special 
election upon the taxpayers, to say noth- 
ing of the litigation which must necessarily 
follow.” 

Ald. Miller moved to reconsider the vote 
of the previous meeting, which was carried. 
Alt. Miller then moved the passage of the 
resolution over the mayor’s veto, which was 
carried by a unanimous vote. The election 
to vote on the proposition to annex will be 
held Nov. 1. 


NARROW ESCAPES AT A FIRE. 


One Person Severely Burned and Many 
Rescued in a South Halsted 
Street Tenement. 


One person was severely burned and a 
number narrowly escaped death early yester- 
day morning in a fire which originated from 
some unknown cause in a crowded tenement 
house at 321 South Halsted street.

There was a city treasurer 
thirty-one years ago who agreed to pay over 
the interest and did not pay over the prin- 
cipal. 

That municipalities should have the in- 
terest which banks are willing to pay on de- 
posits of municipal funds is trne in the ab- 
stract, but to amend the laws so that the 
banks may be required to pay the interest 
to municipalities is a delicate matter which 
can be handled safely only by astute lawyers 
and experienced business men. 


THE ARBITRATORS’ INSTRUCTIONS. 

The president's instructions to the anthra- 
eite coal strike commission are brief and 
general. The arbitrators are “ to inquire 
into, consider, and pass upon the questions 
“in controversy in connection with the 
“strike in the anthracite region and the 
“causes out of which the controversy 
“arose.” They are told that“ by the action 
“ you recommend, which the parties have in 
“advance agreed to abide by, you will en- 
“‘deavor to establish the relations between 
“the employers and wage earners in the 
“anthracite fields on a just and permanent 
„basis, and, as far as possible, to do away 
“ with any causes for the recurrence of such, 


called in to settle.“ 

There are no limitations on the commis- 
sion so far as its inquiry into the causes of 
the strike are concerned. It can go ex- 
haustively into the whole question of the 
relations of employer and employé in the 
hard coal regions. One of the soe the 
strike was the refusal of the operators to 
deal with the miners’ organization. The 
commission is free to study that cause. It 
is at liberty also to express an opinion as to 
whether the recognition of the mineworkers’ 


interests of the industry in which miners and 
mineowners are engaged. 
But the question is one which the mem- 
bers of the commission, as arbitrators, can- 
not decide. They cannot order the operators 
to recognize the union. To use the language 
of the operators, the commission is to pass 
on questions at issue between the respec- 
“tive companies and their own employés 
“whether they belong to a union or not.” 
The findings of the commission which will 
be binding upon the parties to the contro- 
versy will relate to questions of wages, 
hours of work, and the method of paying for 
coal. 

The main demands of the miners touching 
these points, as formulated by President 
Mitchell after the Shamokin convention, 
were (1) an increase of 20 per cent to all 
men performing contract work. They are 
miners. (2) Eight hours asa day’s labor for 
all persons employed by the day or week 
without any reduction in their present wage 
rate. This covers engineers, firemen, and 
other employés not miners. (3) Coal to be 
weighed and paid for by weight whenever 
practicable. Whatever the commission may 
decide as to the three points the parties in 
interest have, as the president said, in ad- 
vance consented to abide by.“ The oper- 
ators stipulated that the terms and condi- 


hold good for at least three years. For that. 
length of time there will be a reasonable 
certainty of peace in the mining regions. It 
would be unjust to either of the parties in 
interest to assume that it will be false to its 
word. The independent collieries, which are 
requiring their men to sign a promise that 
they will abide by the award, are showing 
themselves too distrustful. 

The three years’ cessation of hostilities 
will be merely a truce unless the commission 
is able to devise a permanent arrangement 
which shall be just to both sides. It cannot 
impose such an arrangement upon either 
side, but it will not meet the president’s ex- 
pectations if it does not elaborate one which 
may seem to the public so fair and feasible 
that it will insist upon its acceptance by 
operators and miners.

HERE ie one thing which King Edward 
cannot do, and that ie borrow books 
from the Id famed Bodleian Mbrary 
at Oxford, which ts just celebrating 
the three hundredth anniversary of its 

opening in 1602. One of the statutes strictly 

prohibits the loam of the books. Charles I. 

is om record as having, while at Oxford, 

sent a request to the library for the loan of a 

volume, the request being indorsed by the 

vice chancellor of the university. There- 
upon the Hbrarian went to the king and 
showed him the statutes, *‘ which, being 
read, the king would not have the book, 
saying that it was fit that the will and 
statutes of the founder should be religiously 
observed.“ The-same steps were taken 
when Oliver Cromwell wished to borrow a 
manuscript for the Portuguese ambassador, 
and the lord protector of the brief lived 
republic of Great Britain and Ireland, wag 
also pleased to acquiesce in the statutes, 
while commending the prudence of the 
Wunder. 


Young Albert Fairfax, who has just gone 
over to England from this country for the 


fax, which his forebeare laid aside at the 
time when King George III.’s colonées were 
transformed into the United States, would 
be treated with much distinction if he had 
attended the festivities in connection with 
the tercentenary of the Bodleian Mbrary at 
Oxford, which has attracted scientists and 
men of learning from all parts of the world. 
For it was thanks to his famous ancestor, 
the second Lord Fairfax, that the library 
and its contents were not destroyed in a 
huge bonfire when the royal forces were 
driven from Oxford during the civil war. 

All arrangements had been made by the 
local Puritans to consign the library to 
destruction on account of “ its large number 
of papistical and idolatrous writings.’’ Fortu- 
nate General Lord Fairfax heard of it, and, 
determined to anticipate their intentions, 
proceeded ae soon as ever he entered Oxford 
at the head of the parliamentary forces to 
place a strong guard of soldiers round the 
library to preserve it from all harm. 
Curiously enough, foreign writers, while 
aware of the intentions of the Oxford Puri- 
tans to destroy the library, appeared to have 
been ignorant of these steps taken for its pres- 
ervation by Lord Fairfax. For numerous 
French and German authors give circum- 
stantial accounts of how the entire letan 
Hbrary was destroyed on that occasion in one 
vast wanton conflagration. sie 


With regard to the present Lord Fairfax, it 
may be of interest to mention that the for- 


tunes of his family furnished the inspiration 


to Thackeray of his novel, Henry Esmond.”’ 
It seems a pity that the present head of the 
house should have abandoned the traditions 
of his ancestors. For Albert Fairfax, the 
United States citizen, whose family had been 
connected in times past with that of George 
Washington by ties of marriage, and who 
possessing a Scotch peerage, disdained to 
make use of it, preferring his birthright as an 
American, was not only from an American 
but Mkewise from an European point of view 
a far more distinguished personage than an 
impoverished Scotch peer, living in London, 
with no land in Scotland, no castle, no seat 
in the house of lords, no powerful relations, 
and compelled to work for his living, with 
nothing but hie barren title by way of capital. 

Writing the other day in these letters about 
Achilleion, the beautiful island home of the 
late empress of Austria in Corfu, I referred 
to the memorial of the late Crown Prince 
Rudolph, the steps of which his bereaved 
mother was wont to scatter with violets when 
she visited it each day during her stays there, 
as Still occupying its original site in the lovely 
grounds of the place. 

This is, however, notthe case. The memo- 


wal has been moved to Vienna, and by direc- 


tion of the emperor is now erected at Meyer- 
ling, where the prince met with his death. 
It has been put up in the grounds of the con- 
vent which now occupies the place where 
stood the shooting lodge in which the tragedy 


“took place, and the only people who set eyes 


on the memorial nowadays are the nuns who 
spend their time in praying for the repose 
of the soul of the ill-fated archduke. 

It is said that the palace at Achilleion is 
about to be converted into a sort of conval- 
escent home for invalided Austrian officers, 
on the same lines as Osborn in the Isle of 
Wight. which, it may be remembered, was 
recently presented by King Edward to the 
English nation for the same purpose. The 
funds for the maintenance of the projected 
institution are to be provided from the 
treasury of the colossally rich military or- 
der of Maria Theresa, which possesses an 
immense.income, with virtually no expenses. 

At present the place looks like a de- 
serted fairy palace, and the crack dis- 
figuring the immense Venetian mirror at 
the head of the grand staircase, which, ac- 
cording to the people of the island, dates 
from the day of the assassination of the 
empress at Geneva, as well as the withered 
aloe plant, which was such a particular 
favorite of the empress, and which, accord- 
ing to local reports, commenced to droop 
from the moment of her death, serves to 
strengthen the impression.

THINK WOLFE 18 FAVORED 


JAMES B. CLOW & SONS ACCUSE 
THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Ocmbiata That Their Goods Are Not 
Given Fair Chance in Contracts for 

„ Plambing—Dr. J. F. Chvatal Denies 
Any Discrimination — Supt. Cooley 
Makes His Final Report on the Ex- 
tension Work—Woman Asks $25 to 
Pay for Setting Son's Broken Arm.

Charges that only the goods manufactured 
by the L. Wolff Manufacturing company are 
specified by Chief Engineer Waters of the 
board of education in his advertisements for 
mds were madé yesterday in a letter ad- 
dressed to President Clayton Mark by James 
B. Clow & Sons. The Clow concern, after 
saying that a committee appointed by Chair- 
man Downey of the buildings and grounds 
committee called at their establishment and 
‘seemed to be pleased with the fixtures 
manufactured by them, asserts that the chief 
engineer has continued to specify only the 
Wolff goods. 

They declare that Engineer Waters in- 
furmed thelr representative that the goods 
manufactured by them were too expensive for 
the school board to purchase. 

HF Mr. Waters is the final authority and he 
simply won't specify. our goods we would like 
to know eit,“ they say. |

John F. Wolff of the Wolff Manufacturing 


company is a member of the board of educa- | 


tion, and the members of the buildings and 


grounds committee believe that the Clow 


company suspect that his presence on the 
board has influenced the decision of Mr. 
Waters. The matter was brought to the 
attention of the buildings and grounde com- 
mittee, and the clause bearing on the speci- 
fications for plumbing, on which is based 
the complaint of the Clow company, was 
read. It was as follows: 

All plumbing fixtures herein named and 
described are standard, but any fixtures 
equally good manufactured by other firms 
and approved by the chief engineer may be 


used. 
The Wolff and Mott goods are named as 
standards. 


We name the Wolff and Mott goode as 
standards,“ said Mr. Waters, simply be- 
cause some standard has to be made. But 
we give to the bidders the privilege of pur- 
chasing the same grade of goods from any 
concern they desire.“ 


Denies Any Discrimination. 

Dr. J. F. Chvatal of the buildings and 
grounds committee, who was chairman of 
the subcommittee appointed by Chairman 
Downey some weeks ago to investigate the 
charges made by the Clow concern that old 
fashioned plumbing is used in the schools, 
declared the complaint of the Clow people 
to be without good cause. 

“They have not been discriminated 
against.“ he said, but they have bothered 
me half to death. They have some patent 
device which they want us to specify. If we 
did so the plumbers would be obliged to pur- 
chase from them, and from no one else. We 
have not the legal right to favor one firm 
to that extent. The Clow people have been 
accorded fair play, and I can see no reason 
for complaint.“ Action on the letter was de- 
ferred until the next meeting of the com- 


mittee. 
Report on Extension Work. 

Supt. Cooley sent a copy of his first report 
of the school extension work to all of the 
school trustees. This work consisted of 
giving instruction to teachers in subjects 
in which they wish to apecialize. The in- 
structors are furnished by the board from the 
school teachers in the Normal school, the 
high schools, and from among the teachers 
of what are known as the special subjects. 
The report shows that 1,275 teachers have en- 
rolied and that Supt. Codley has been send- 
ing outa weekly average of 16,298 syllabuses. 
The board of education has been compelled to 
rent fourteen rooms in the downtown dis- 
trict for the convenience of the teachersand 
the instructors.

BOYS WIN SCHOOL STRIKE. 
THEN GO BACK “TO WORK.” 


“Union” Pupils Have a Parade and 
Later Allow Their Principal a Chance 
to Apply Conciliation. 


The threatened strike in the Clarke 
school was called yesterday morning and 
then, before the board of education had a 
chance to apply for an injunction against 
the young belligerents, it was called off. 
But the “ strikers won their fight. 

All the scholars, with one exception, Ray 
Noll of 613 West Twelfth street, took up 
their books and went back to work.“ Young 
Noll's father, William Noll, was asked to 
call at the principal's office next Monday 
morning. The principal, Mr. Clark, says 
young Noll was not suspended because of 
his activity among the strikers. 


The origin of the trouble was in a ruling 


made by Miss Florence N. Bryant, teacher 
of the seventh grade, who declared Thursday 
morning that all the members of the class 
who did not turn in perfect papers in arith- 
metic would be graded zero. The ruling 
stirred up a storm and after school the talk 
of a “union” began. 


Strike Declared On. 


Pickets were appointed and, by common 


consent, the Strike was on, although it 
really did not materialize till yesterday 
morning. 


“ We will all fail and never get beyond the 
eighth grade.“ was the argument of the 12 
year old agitators. 

Long before the shool hour yesterday 
morning the boys began to gather about the 
school at Ashland avenue and Thirteenth 
street. Young Noll was one of the leaders, 
The boys pinned labels on their hats and 
caps reading. Strike for your rights,” 
“Tiberty or death,” and Strike for jus- 
tice.”* 

Then came a parade, 

„% All strikers have parades, announced 
one of the agitators. ‘‘ We will have one, 
too. 

In the procession were fifty boys, all shout- 
ing and howling. Patrolman Joseph Halle 
of the Maxwell street station followed as 
fast as he could in the rear of the procession, 
and when he finally caught up with it begged 
the boys to consult their principal. The 
idea found favor, and the boys rushed for 
the building. 

Patches Up the Trouble. 

Then Mr. Clark tried conciliation. He told 
the strikers that the ruling by Miss Bryant 
was only for the one day’s exercise.

PERSONNEL ACT A FAILURE, 
SAYS ENGINEER IN‘CHIEF. 


Rear Admiral Melville Advises Copying 
the German System — Oil as Fuel 
Found Satisfactory for Smaller Boats. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 24—The annual 
report to the secretary of the navy of Engi- 
neer-in-Chief George Melville is of unusual 
interest this year. Mr. Melville says with 
the greatest frankness that the personnel 
act has proved a failure as it is administered. 
and he declares that one-half of the officers 
of the navy have yet to be convinced of the 
benefits of amalgamation. 

To use his own words, in referring to the 
personnel act, it was a revolution instead 
of a progression in naval development when 
congress enacted a law whereby every naval 
officer of the line had, in the future, to be- 
come a fighting engineer.“ 

Euro experts declared that either their 
own navies. were not properly organized or 
that the. United States had made a mistake 
from. which it would not recover for at least 
twenty years. Still. Rear Admiral Melville 
thinks that if the law were administered 
with a desire to make it a success it would 
give the most efficient navy in the world. 


Would Copy German Methods. 


To that end the rear admiral wants an 
engineering laboratory at Annapolis like 
that at Charlottenberg, Germany, for ex- 
perimentation and the education in engineer- 
ing of young line officers. He also asks the 
establishment of a post-graduate course in 
engineering at the academy, the detail: of 
junior line officers as understudies to engi- 
neer officers on shore duty, such junior of- 
ficers to be placed in charge of the machinery 
of torpedo boats and auxiliary craft; that 
promotion be denied line officers who do not 
take their trun at engineering work; that 
graduates of technical colleges be permitted 
a chance to compete for naval commissions; 
that 100 additional warrant officers be ap- 
pointed; that naval training be had at every 
naval station; that the pay of the boiler men 
be increased: and, finally, that the name of 


the bureau of steam engineering be changed 


to that of engineering, and that it be given 
charge of all machinery on shipboard except 
that pertaining to the guns. 


Oil as Fuel Is Discussed. 


The proposed use of petroleum as a sub- 

stitute fon coal on shipboard is treated at 
length and in such detail as thoroughly to 
meet the innumerable demands that have 
come to the navy department for the special 
information collected by the engineering 
board. For months this board has been 
working with a big 2,000 horse power boiler 
on the water front in this city testing a 
multitude of ofl burning devices, and the 
greatest manufacturing concerns in the 
United States and even abroad have been 
seeking to learn the results of the board’s 
work. 

The details of the report are summed up 
in the following extract: 

„The more this question is investigated 
the more intricate seems the problem of suc- 
cessfully installing an oil fuel appliance on 
board a battleship. It ought to be success- 
fully used on the torpedo boats, as well as 
upon auxiliary naval vessels that steam be- 
tween regular ports. For the army trans- 
port service it might prove desirable, since 
a supply of oll could be maintained at the 
several calling ports. In regard to the large 
battleships and armored cruisers there are 
three distinct features which must be con- 
sidered—viz.: The mechanical, commercial, 
and the structural. Regarded from these 
viewpoints it seems as if it would be some 
time before ‘ coaling ship’ ceases to be an 
evolution upon the war vessel. 8 

„The bureau has no hesitation in declar- 
ing that in view of the results already se- 
cured by the liquid fuel board an installation 
should be effected without delay on‘at least 
a third of the torpedo boats and destroyers.”’ 


MEN FROM HONOLULU DRAW 
GLOOMY PICTURES OF HAWAII. 


Crime, Drunkenness, and Idleness De- 
clared to Be on the Increase Since An- 
nexation to United States. 


Mohonk Lake, N. T., Oct. 24.— [Special. 
Present conditions in the Hawaltan islands 
were pictured in gloomy colors at today’s 
session of the Indian conference. Speakers 
from the islands declared crime, drunken- 
ness, and idleness are on the increase, that 


times are hard, that political power is in the 


hands of the ignorant elements of the popu- 
lation, and that offices are filled by carpet- 
baggers and greedy, selfish, and corrupt pol- 
iticians. | 

The Rev. Dr. Alexander Twombly, who has 
been a resident of Hawaii for some time, was 
the first speaker. He said conditions there 
were dark and depressing. The times are 
hard, owing to unwise and demagogic action 
of the local legislature, dominated by the 
home rule party. Crime, drunkenness, idle- 
ness, and other vices were on the increase. 

Twombly attributed most of the evils ex- 
isting to the practically unlimited suffrage 
conferred upon the people, which had thrown 
political power so largely in the hands of the 
ignorant, incapable, and unreliable elements 
of the population, thus rendering the way 


easy for the greedy, selfish, and corrupt pol- | 


iticlans and self-seekers to further their o 
schemes. 


Scum from United States. 


The worst elements in Hawali today, he 
declared, were the low down Americans, 
carpetbaggers, adventurers, and other scum 
from the states who had drifted there in 
recent years. Some of these men had ob- 
tained federal appointments in the judiciary 
and other offices, and had brought shame 
and scandal upon the administration of law 
and justice. Added to this element were the 
deserters from ships, professional criminals, 
and “ ne’er do wells from the states, who 
had come there since annexation, but who 
were now voters. 

The dominance of elements like these in 
the politics and legislation of the islands con- 
stituted one of the gravest perils of the sit- 
uation, said Mr. Twombly. A limitation upon 
the franchise seemed to be absolutely im- 
perative if the local government was ever 
to be, administered on a wise, honest, 
and. economical basis. Another danger was 
that the interests of Hawaii would be put 
more and more in the background in the fu- 
ture colonial policy of the United States or 
subordinated to other interests which were 
antagonistic. 


Hope in Chinese Labor. ‘ 


An address by the Rev. Dougless Birnie, 
who has been a pastor in Honolulu for sev- 
eral years, followed. He confirmed what 
Dr. Twombly had said in regard to the evils 
arising from an ignorant, corruptible, and 
irresponsible vote which had given an op- 
portunity to unscrupulous politicians and 
schemers. He drew a dark picture of ex- 
isting conditions in the islands and said that 
the only hope for the future lay in a wise 
restriction of the suffrage, the introduction 
of Chinese labor upon the sugar plantations, 
and a reform of the judiciary. 

Dr. Birnie said that the native population 
had been reduced to about 30,000, was rap- 
idiy dying out, and would soon disappear en- 
tirely. The chief resource of Hawaii now 
and in the future, he said, must be the sugar 
industry, and this could be successfully con- 
ducted only by Chinese labor. The Chinese, 
however, are shut out by the exclusion law, 
and this was bringing disaster and ruin to 
Hawaii. The speaker thought. that if the 
law could be so modified as to admit Chinese 
labor for the exclusive purpose of working 
the sugar cane plantations the situation 
would be greatly relieved and prosperity for 
all classes would follow,

BIG FILTER FOR A RIVER. 


PROJECT TO SUPPLY sr. LOUIS 
WITH PURE WATER. 


Newell C. Knight and Others of Chica- 
go Propose Cutting a Huge Reser-. 
voir in Sandstone on the Banks of 
the Missouri—Test Made with a Weil 
Proves Satisfactory and the Scheme 
Is Laid Before Prominent Residents 
of the Exposition City. 


By cutting a large reservoir in sandstone 
on the banks of the Missouri river near St. 
Louis, it is proposed by Newell C. Knight 
of Chicago and others to furnish the Missouri 
city with pure water by natural filtration. 


The sandstone is exceedingly porus and con- 
‘gists of 90 per cent pure silica. N 


For a distance of nearly 2,000 feet, at a 
point thirty-five miles above St. Louis, the 
water of the river has cut its way into a 
spur of the sandstone formation, which is 
controlled by Mr. Knight and several of his 
friends. The peculiar nature of the rock 
suggested the plan of utilizing it for the 
purification of the Missouri river water on 
a large scale. 

The owners of the sandstone strip made a 
test by Maving a well Grilled a short distance 
from the river. The result was highly en- 
couraging. Perfectly clear water, free from 
contaminating matter, percolated freely 


through the sides of the well and maintained, 


a Uberal supply, which could not be exhaust- 
ed by pumping. ‘ 


St. Louis Officials Investigate. 

Believing they had found a method for 
supplying St. Louis with pure water from the 
Missouri river, Mr. Knight and his associates 
arranged a trip to the site of the proposed 
reservoir. Among the persons who accom- 
panied Mr. Knight to the sandstone strip 
were:

From the reservoir it would be compara- 


tively easy to conduct the water to St. Louis. 
The reservoir would be sixty-five feet higher 
than the level of the city, and the water would 
have sufficient pressure for all practical pur- 
poses. 

Mr. Kaight Talks of Project. 

“The project Is by no means fully ma- 
tured.“ said Mr. Knight yesterday. ‘We 
control the only natural sandstone filter on 
the Missouri river and propose to furnish a 
sufficient supply of clear and wholesome 
drinking water if a satisfactory agreement 
can be reached with the municipality of St. 
Louis. What will eventually be done is still 
a matter of conjecture. The financial! side 
of the question will be considered in due time, 
after we have heard from the people of St.

A new Dutch author is about to be intro- 
ea to the American public by Messrs. 


Beden, and the title of his novel is The 
Deeps of Deliverance." Already this author 
is known in England through an article by 
Miss Margaret Robinson that appeared in 
the Nineteenth Century.a year or so ago. 
It was at that time that Van Eeden's story, 
“ Johannes Viator,” set all Holland agog. 
It was called a new bible,“ and was much 
discussed and widely read. This new novel 
is thle story of a young girl, Hedwig Marga 
de Fontayne. She is an unusual girl, with 
more “temperament than falls to the lot 
of average women. She has a genius for 
exciting love in the breasts of men, and yet 


she is not a flirt in the ordinary acceptation 


of the term. For a European girl of good 
family she seems to have had a great deal 
of liberty. She would walk the streets with 
young men and spend the day in the park 


with them, and no one seemed to pay much 


attention or criticise her action. 

The author calls this story the history 
of a woman's life. How she sought the cool 
deeps wherein is deliverance, and how she 
found it.“ 

I will call her.“ ne says, Hedwig Marga 
de Fontayne.. She was a Dutch woman, but 
had the blood of alien ancestors in her veins. 
She was born about the middle of the nine- 
¢eenth century, and grew up in a provincial 
town of Holland, where there was little of 
the bustle of trade or commerce, but plenty 
of comfort in the fine houses where rich peo- 
ple lived. ‘Her home, too, was large and 
comfortable, and a hundred 


old. 


Her mother died sai she was brought up 
by her father, who drank more than was good 
for him, and an old housekeeper who had no 
sympathy with her or her peculiarities. 
While Hedwig was still a young Strl, little 
more than a child, she met a boy, a house 
painter's apprentice, and immediately he fell 
in love with her and she became interested 
in him.

BIRDS OF THE ROCKIES. | 
A New W of Interest to Ornitholo- 
gists. 


One of the handsomest books of the year 
is Leander Keyser’s Birds of the Rockies.“ 
Mr. Keyser’s first volume on our feathered 
friends was called“ In Bird Land.” Thereis 
a peculiar interest to ornithologists in the 
bird life of the states which contain towering 
mountain ranges with their peaks as white 
as the head of the bald eagle who makes 
their rocky fastnesses his home. The reason 
for this interest in the bird life of a moun- 


talnous state is that there the field student 


can find within a single day’s tramp the 
birds of the warm sunlight and their broth- 
ers of the snowland. The eastern observer 
in summer time would be obliged to go to 


the far north to find many of the species he 


would like to study. To get near the bird 
objects of his interest would mean for him 
a journey possibly of a thousand miles. In 
Colorado, a state that perhaps is in the same 
latitude as that in which lives the eastern 
observer, he may travel upward for only a 
mile or two and there find his cold weather 
feathered friends. 

It is a case ot every bird in his humor,” 
and that is all that can be said about it to 
explain why it is that some white crowned 
sparrows will wing their way straight north 
for a thousand miles in order to get where 
it is cold, when they can get the same cli- 
matic conditions by a short trip to a moun- 
tain top. Many of the birds take to the tow- 
ering heights, while others take the perilous 
journey toward the arctic circie. 

Mr. Keyser has written one of his best 
chapters on the white crowned sparrow, 
which, by the way, is a favoritein every part 
of the country where it is known to flirt a 
feather. The water ousel forms the subject 
of a chapter that to eastern ornithologists 
will prove of more specific interest perhaps 
than any other, for this bird loves 
so well his wild haunts in the Rockies that 
he will desert them for no other, and it is 
a case, if the ornithologist would study the 
ousel, of his going to the mountain, for 
neither the bird nor the mountain will come 
to him. 

In Birds of the Rockies” one will find 
thoroughly satisfying scenery descriptions 


and thoroughly interesting studies of the 


habits and doings of all the Colorado birds. 
A check list of the species that inhabit the 
mountain ranges, the plains, and the valleys 
gives an added scientific value to Mr, Keys- 
er's work. The book ts beautifully {llue- 
trated with eight full page plates, four of 
them in color, by Louis Agassiz Fuertes, and 
with many illustrations in the text by Bruce

Charles Frohman deserves the heartiest 
thanks of every lover of the beautifal and 
artistic for bringing this revival of an old 
morality play to this country. For my own 
part, I am genuinely grateful to him for an 
hour’s keen enjoyment of so unusual a dra- 
matic performance. But gratitude and 
thanks, I fear, are all he will get out of it. 
The afternoon I saw it there could hardly 
have been fifty people in the house. And 
while that scanty audience gave an air of 
cathedral solemnity to the play, it must have 
been trying to the painstaking actors, who 
certainly bore their parts most conscien- 
tiously. 
The Legitimate Drama (as we like to capi- 
talize it) had its rise in the church, as every 
one knows. The first dramatic representa-

These were the 
morality plays of Which Everyman is so 
interesting an example. 
Fancy yourself in an old building which 
micht be a hall in some medieval castle or 
Part of a great dim Gothic minster. The 
scene is set without à curtain. and as you are 
waiting, the expectancy is broken by two 
kish figures in long black cloaks and 
nsures, who go down the aisies and take 
their places at either corner of the stage, 
seated. with folded hands and bowed heads, 
their chairs on the floor of the house, facing 
the audience. As they ‘took no part in the 
performance I took them to symdolise or sug- 
gest the ecclesiastical atmosphere in whica 
such plays were customarily. performed. 
This, of course, they did to perfection, silent 
and tnmoving reminders of the awesome 
solemnity of the middle ages. ; 

Presently a third black robed figure ap- 
pears, wearing a doctor's or scholar's cap, 
and, ascending the stage, pronounces a brief 
prologue giving the gist of the piece. The 
action begins with a glimpse of heaven be- 
hind the high latticed lunette at the left of 
the stage under the ceiling of Mendelssohn 
hall, where Adonai (who, to all intents and 
purposes, is God the father) appears in light, 
and after a brief monologue on the fool- 
hardiness of man on the earth, summons his 
messenger, Death, to go to Everyman with 


n message, bidding him prepare for a pllgrim- 


age from which there shall be no return, 
and for which he must have his reckoning 
fully. prepared. Death .appears, shambling 

in with his drum, beaten thrice in slow 
monotony, and his trumpet grasped in his 

lefthand. Slowly moving to the center of the 
stage, Death converses with God under the 
celling, reading his lines (@¢ctosy liabic rhymed 
. souplets) in a high, monotonous voice. Just 
as he has ‘received his full instructions, 

Everyman enters in gay costume, with his 

lute over his shoulder, à typical young man 
of the world. Then be perceives his unwel- 

come visitor, and Death delivers his mes- 
sage, refusing all prayers for reprisal or post- 
ponement from Everyman, who is in con- 
‘ eternation. He is permitted by Death, how- 
ever, a slight delay that he may have time 
to secure companionship for the journey. 

Everyman then begins to think upon his 
friends whom ‘he can take with him on the 

periious journey. Fellowship, of course, is 
the first to appear, profuse with protesta- 
tions of friendship, but with a prompt en- 
gagement the moment he knows what is 
wanted of him. Kindred and Cousin are 
next appealed to to go with Everyman upon 
his fatal road, but they, too, can hardly 
stretch their devotion so far as that, and 
take themselves off out of the uncomfortable 
situation as quickly as possible. 
— 

In this extremity Everyman thinks of 
Riches, the friend he has loved so welPall his 
life. But Riches also will have none of his 
journey and laughs him to scorn. ‘There re- 
mains only Good Deeds, but she is so weighed 
down with his many shortcomings it is im- 
possible for her to respond to his entreaty. 
She will, however, send her sister, Krowl- 
edge. Knowledge then appears and counsels: 
Everyman to repent and seek confession. 
This he does, and in repentance prepares to 
die. Then appear Beauty, Strength, Discre- 
tion, and Five Wits, full of promises and de- 
votion, but when the final hour arrives they, 
too, leave him, and Everyman must go down 
into the grave alone. The play ends with his 
descent into the tomb before our eyes, and 
immediately thereafter the arrival of his 
soul in heaven, acqompanied by strains of 
eclestial music. Finally, the solemn figure 
in scholastic garb appears once more and 
pronounces an epilogue. 

You see at once this simple and obvious 
story has all the moral purpose of Ibsen or 
Maeterlinck. The old playwright has em- 
ployed allegory, the moderns use the more 
complicated symbolism. That is the only 
difference—about the same difference that 
there is between simile and metaphor. And 
making all allowances for the trifeness and 
childishness of the older method, there yet 
remains with it this one admirable virtue— 
one is never at a loss to know what the author 
ja driving at. The lesson is clear, whether 
we accept it or refuse. It is the primitive 
method of “ Pilgrim's Progress, the person- 
ification of abstractions. 

Well, we have changed ali that now and set 
aside that mode ot art ae infantile and prim- 
itive. And yet We must have our wonder and 
illusions still. Five hundred years ago, when 
“ Everyman ’’ was written and staged, Con- 
fession and Good Deeds were powerful and 
authoritative characters. The mysteries of 
life and death were no more real than they 
are now, but they were more terrible and 
nearer. With less knowledge men had more 
fear and less gladness than we have. And we 
are accustomed to think of the complete sec- 
ularization of the theater, its entire divorce 
from religion. But the truth is that the 
@rama is only separated from the church, it 
not divorced from religion at all. Art can 
never be divorced from religion, for they have 
“his one great purpose in common, the en- 


wouragement and cultivation of man’s emo- 


“tonal nature. The function of art is wider 
than that of religion, for it must entertain 
us and convince our mind at the same time 
that it arouses our sympathy and moves us 
to action, In this last sphere, however, the 
sphere of the human will, the human purpose, 
the human moral nature, in which all conduct 
has its source and all enjoyment its widest 
scgpe, the fun¢tion of art and the function 
of religion are the same. 

It seems a thousand pities that a play like 
„ Everyman,” 8 beautifully staged and 
played with so much power and delicacy 
and finish throughout, should make such an 
utter failure In a great city like New York. 
But I suppose We can hardly expect any- 
thing eise as long as the churches in their 
purblind bigotry persist in holding aloof 
from art as they do, I suppose that even in 
New York there is a large class of persons 
who consider it wrong to go to the theater,

| GOSSIP OF THE 


HICAGO ORCHESTRA.—Arthur 
Nikisch, the foremost of the vir- 
tuoso school of conductors, once 
made the statement when speak- 
ing of the.difficulties certain com- 
poser s works offered to the or- 
chestral director that there were 
no compositions that tested a director's abil- 
ities so severely as did the symphonies of 
Schumann. Continuing, he pointed out that 
Wagner and all present day writers have 
so carefully indicated in their scores just 
what they ‘wish that all a leader has to 
do is to “ follow instructions" and the ef- 
fect will come of itself. 

Beethoven, too, by the clearness and neat- 
ness of his musical building has left com- 
paratively: no doubt as to his intentions, 
and the same is true of Mozart and Haydn. 
Schumann has not only indicated carelessly, 
but writing for orchestra was not his strang 
point, In fact, it was his weakest, and there- 
fore it is that his symphonies contain count- 
less passages that sound as he wished only 
if the leader be discerning and clairvoyant 
enough to discover the composers inten- 
tions and then so control and proportion the 
different instrumental elements in the or- 
chestra that these intentions are realized 
in performance. In other words it depends 
entirely upon the conductor whether Schu- 
mann sounds well or not. If the conductor 
be an artist the symphonies will be clear 
and beautiful; if he be less, they will sound 
muddy and confused. 

This statement of the German director 
was called to mind yesterday afternoon by 
listening to Schumann's first Symphony as 
played by Mr. Thomas and his men at the 
Chicago orchestra's public rehearsal. A 
clearer, more spontaneous, more plastic 
reading no composition could recelve, and 
no listener could wish to hear. The sym- 


' phony may not be Schumann at his great- 


est but it is Schumann at his healthiest, 
sunniest, and most attractive. There is 
peace of mind and soundness of mind 
throughout it all—no suggestion anywhere 
of that mental cloud that was to darken 
the great composer's later years—and with 
this peace is coupled that contentment and 
that joyousness that come only to him who 
believes in his heart of hearts that both 


] life and living are worth while. 


This spirit of gladness Mr. Thomas made a 
vital, vivifying force yesterday, and none 
whom it touched escaped its refreshing and 
invigorating power. It was like a day in the 
sunshine, beneath the clear sky and amid 
the smiling flelds of that quiet, Yenial land 
whose happy spirit the great German’s music 
refiects. And, technically, how admirable 
was the performance accorded every portion 
of the symphony yesterday. The men seemed 
to feel their leader’s enthusiasm and played 
as they, when at their finest, can play. 

The program in its entirety was one of rare 
enjoyableness. Two novelties were included 
in the list, the first being the overture to 
D’ Albert's opera, The Improvisator.“ It is 
a delightful bit of merry, roguish writing—a 
work that rushes busily and lightly along, 
full of effervescent life and spirit that are 
irresistible. Nothing of D' Alberts that has 
been heard has discovered so much of spon- 
taneity, jollity, and exquisite refinement of 
manner as does this overture. It is a vir- 
tuoso plece for the orchestra, but the men 
played it with a bravour and finish that were 
exhilarating. 

The other novelty was a series of tone pic- 
tures from Humperdinck's fairy play, The 
Sleeping Beauty.“ It is music in the Han- 
sel and Gretel style, but equally melodious 
and equally attractive in the sensuous beauty 
of the touch and coloring employed, with the 
best contained in that earlier opera. <A sur- 
prising incident in the suite is the appearance 
in the second part—the Ballade—ofa theme 
that is almast identical with the melody of 
the song of Auld Lang Syne,” and it is used 
frequently with the same harmonies as that 
to which we are accustomed. It would bein- 
teresting to know if Humperdinck merely 
chanced upon the melody or if/its employ- 
ment wasintentional. Both novelties proved 
attractive beyond the usual, and their reap- 
pearance on some future program will be 
welcomed with gladness. Brahms' varia- 
tions on the St. Anthony Chorale "’ supplied 
the number that rejoices the heads of those 
who care for the more mathematical side of 
music, the overture to Flying Dutchman 
was welcome, as it ever is, and Smetana’s 
frankly melodious, beautiful tone painting, 
“The Moldau,“ brought to a close an after- 
noon of rare and high enjoyment. *

R. CRANE BELIEVES IN THE 
PRESENT.—Mr. Crane sat in his 
dressing room at Powers’ theater. 
the other night, rubbing grease 
paints into his face and trans- 
forming himself into the likeness 
of the old fellow described by 
Bdward Noyes Westcott as David Harum. 

A slow, tedious process it was, taking all of 
forty-five minutes, but one that was im- 

mensely interestiag to the onlooker. All the 

time the actor chatted interestingly and 
paid his respects to the old fellow who is 
constantly, in referring to the theater, call- 
ing up the good old times.“ 

“ When that ubiquitous person, the veteran 
playgoer, begins to talk of the ‘good old 
times,” you can always tell what the drift 
of his conversation is going to be,“ said the 
comedian. Of course, I don't mean to 
berate the actors of iong ago, for that wou:d 
be foolish. But I must say that I get tired 
of hearing the veteran playgoer tell you, as 
Joseph Jefferson cleverly put it, that the 
good actors are those who are dead. 

Even in the days of Peg Woffington, Gar- 
riek, and Kitty Clive, the veteran was on 
the rampage and discontentedly sighed for 
the times of Betterton and Wilkes; and later 
on, when Kean and Kemble wére upholding 
the honor of the English stage, the veteran 
talked of the good old days of Garrick and 
patted the great Kean on the back con- 
slescefidingly. I have a great respect for the 
stage of the days of my father, but I think 
the stage of today is at least four times 
better. 

When you come to consider changes yeu. 
have two elements, the audience and the 
actor. The audience of fifty years ago, or 
even forty, was different from the audience 
of today as night ie from day. In the actor, 
personally, the difference may not be so 
great, but it is greater in his surroundings. 
In the good oid times’ the fact that an 
audience assembled ‘quietly’ was consid- 
ered of sufficient importance to be chronicled 
in the dally papers. The pit was the cheapest 
part of the house, and it was filled with men 
and boye who never hesitated to express their 
will. The audiences of today will not tolerate 
any of the old time interruptions, nor will 
it stand any intolerance. 

“The difference between the ‘then’ and 
‘now ot the actor is just as great. The art 
of makeup had not then reached its present 
high development, principally because the 
lighting of the stage had not then reached 
Its present high development or become as 
ertistic a matter as it is today, afd the light, 
not being so powerful, did not necessitate the 
same high coloring, nor the study of the 
effect of light and shade on the face. Some 
white chalk was put on, then some vermilion 
for color, and India ink was used to mark 
wrinkles. Sometimes when the actor was 
working hard, and the perspiration would
